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CURRENT TOPICS. 


Ture news of Lord Warson’s death reaches us as we go to 
press. We can only express in a word our sincere regret at the 
event, and our appreciation of the great judicial qualities which 
he displayed in the House of Lords. With all respect to the 
present Law Lords, we are probably justified in saying that of 
recent years he has held in that assembly a position of pre- 
eminence in which he was only rivalled by the late Lord 

HELL, 








Ir 1s safe to say that never has a trial had such world-wide 
celebrity as that of Dreyrus. Never has a miscarriage of 
justice been so emphatically recognized. Unfortunately, to that 
recognition there is one exception. The sympathy of all civilized 
nations, save France, has gone out to Dreyrvus. France alone, 
who is most concerned, is incapable of feeling the wrong that 
has been done. It is easy to understand the interest which the 
case has aroused, the pain which struck to the hearts of all 
outside France who have followed the proceedings—and of no 
insignificant minority of Frenchmen— when the news was spread 
last Saturday evening. It wasa question of right against might, 
of individual liberty against military power and the fancied neces- 
sities of the State. To readers of the reports at a distance there was 
the possibility that evidence in the court-room at Rennes might 
have some weight which the telegraphic despatches failed to 
communicate, but any such notion is dispelled by the testimony 
of competent observers on the spot; still more perhaps by the 
utter vacuity of the reply of the Government prosecutor. It 
appears to be the fact that no evidence was forthcoming which 
could raise even a suspicion that Dreyrvus was guilty of the 
crime with which he was charged. It is not for us here to 
speculate on the causes of the strange blindness which 
prevents a majority of the French nation from seeing what is 
so clear to every unprejudiced observer. It was known 
that for the military judges to give a verdict favourable to 
Dreyrvs and adverse to the heads of the army would require 
moral courage, but what is the value of the judicial office if it 
does not carry moral courage with it? The identity of the two 
judges who were equal to their duty is uncertain. One appears 
to have been Captain Bzavvars and the other was probably 
Captain Parrarr. Their names should be known that they may 
have the credit of their virtue. Had more been with them it 
would have been a signal triumph for justice as against racial 
prejudice and military insolence. But to the five of the judges 
of Rennes it has seemed better to save the heads of the army 
from formal di than to proclaim the innocence of their 
victim. The ow hope now is that the matter may once again 
come before the Oourt of Cassation. Of civil justice in France 
and of the soundness of all that is most important in the French 
nation, outside the army, no one entertains any doubt.

The annual meeting of the association was held at 
46 
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Buffalo at the end of August, just before the meeting of the 
International Law Association, and the Bar Association thus 
secured the attendance of Mr. Justice Kennepy and Mr. Joszru 
Watton, Q.C., the former of whom read a paper on “ Punish- 
ment and Crime,” and the latter a paper on ‘The History of 
Legal Studies in England.” Out of the 100,000 lawyers to be 
found in the United States the Bar Association comprises some 
1,500, and these are chosen so as to ensure that the association 
shall represent the best part of the profession. It was founded 
in 1878 on the initiation of the State Bar Association of Connec- 
ticut. The present conditions of membership are stated to be 
“five years’ standing, nomination by local representatives of 
the association in the candidate’s State, the approval of the 
general council, and the payment of a five dollars annual 
‘due.’” A great part of the influence of the association 
arises from its federal nature. It derives importance also from 
the public and professional position of its members. The 
letter to which we are referring pays a striking tribute 
to the place occupied by the lawyer in the United States. 
‘‘Three-quarters of the Senate,” it is said, ‘ three-quarters of 
the House of Representatives, and three-quarters of each State 
legislature are lawyers”; and elsewhere: ‘‘ The public 
influence of the lawyer is great; his position is one of recog- 
nized authority; and, as he is more in touch with the ordinary 
life of the nation than any other professional man, the lawyer 
occupies the responsible position in relation to public affairs 
which in old countries is occupied by the aristocracy in relation 
to social affairs.” Moreover, the Bar Association is strongly 
infused with the judicial element. Owing to the precarious 
tenure of judicial office, members who join as lawyers remain in 
the association as judges or ex-judges, and it is possible that 
the majority of the members may be men who have at one time 
been judges. 





Tue piversiry of laws among the various component parts of 
the United States fs well known. One of the most important 
features in the work of the American Bar Association has been 
the attempt to secure uniformity in the laws. In social matters 
each State may desire to make its own experiments and give its 
fellows the benefit, for good or bad, of its example. But in 
matters legal and commercial it is an obvious advantage that an 
assimilation of the systems prevailing throughout the Union 
should take place. Accordingly the Bar Association appointed 
an influential ‘‘Committee of Uniform Laws,” composed of 
lawyers who were members of their respective legislatures ; 
and this committee, it is stated, through its members, has 
now obtained from two-thirds of the State legislatures the 
appointment of commissions for uniform laws, which meet 
two days before the annual meeting of the Bar Association 
in whatever town that meeting is held. The association has no 
direct constitutional control over the commissions, but in fact it 
exercises on them a powerful influence. By this means success- 
ful work has been done in unifying the law as to “commercial 
paper,” a number of Acts on the model of the Bills of Exchange 
Act, 1883, having been passed by the various States. A common 
system of registering wills and deeds for the purpose of subse- 
quent proof of these documents by means of certified copies has 
also been obtained. Other matters in which the Bar Association 
has done good work are the relief of the congestion of business 
in the Supreme Court of the United States —the court had fallen 
more than four years behind its work—by relegating some of it 
to the Circuit Court of Appeals, and the improvement of the 
procedure of the Federal Courts. 


THE RECENT DEcrsiIon of Lord Justice Romer in The Attorney- 
General v. The Merthyr Tydfil Union was quite in accordance 
with thespirit of the law relating to the administration of 
poor relief. The object of the action was to establish the 
illegality of the proceedings of the guardians in relation to the 
recent strike of the colliers in South Wales. The allegation was 
that the guardians misapplied the common fund of the union, and 
incidentally increased to a large extent the amount of the contribu- 
tions to that fund raisable in the parishes forming the union, by 
their policy of supporting, by means of extra labour yards and 
relief works, numbers of able-bodied men who, by refusing to 


their families into a state of pauperism. The learned lord justigg 
refused to make the declaration asked for. In the course of hiy 
judgment he laid down important principles as to the adminis. 
tration of poor relief, and in particular of outdoor relief. If, 
man is able to get work which would support him ang 
refuses to do it, the guardians ought not as a ruk 
to support him or his family out of the rates. But 
exception to this rule arises in a case of urgent necessity, 
The recalcitrant workman must not be allowed to starve ; sti] 
less must his family; although it is his refusal to work which hy 
made starvation imminent. And to the natural objection tha 
in the event of a persistent and continued refusal to work sud 
cases of urgent necessity must become chronic and continuow, 
the learned judge replied that the guardians have a remeiy 
which they ought to apply to such a case; the man can by 
prosecuted as aa idle and disorderly person under the Vagrangy 
Act, 1824, and special power is given to the guardians by sectig 
59 of the Poor Law Amendment Act, 1844, to initiate sucha 
prosecution and to pay the costs out of their fund. Again 
although the court has power in a proper case to restrain a boar 
of guardians from misapplying their funds—see Attorney - General 
v. Southampton Guardians (17 Sim. 6)—it will not perform the offig 
of an auditor and decide which items of expenditure oughta 
ought not tobe allowed. That is the function of the auditon 
of the Local Government Board. These officers have ful 
powers under various poor law Acts to decide as to th 
propriety of any particular outlay and to surcharge in cass 
where money has been improperly expended; and the Loal 
Government Board can review their decisions on appeal, 
And as to outdoor relief, the orders of that board (and their pr. 
decessors the Poor Law Board) have laid down certain rules to 
be followed by guardians, including a provision as tothe making 
of special reports to the board in cases where exceptional relist 
has been granted to able-bodied persons. In the present caw 
several such reports had been made, and the granting of the 
exceptional relief had been approved of in all the cass 
—_ in the cases mentioned in one report which had not 
yet been dealt with. Under these circumstances the relaton 
failed to make out a case for the interference of the court. As 
to the cases of relief which had not been approved by the 
Local Government Board it was open to the aggrieved ratepayen 
to bring their objections before the auditors, and, if necessary, 
before the Local Government Board itself. It would hk 
dangerous, and likely to lead to grave injustice, if the court 
attempted to interfere with the discretion of the guardians! 
individual cases. Details of administration such as these 
better left to be dealt with by a public department and 
officers, clothed as they are with adequate statutory powers. 































































ASSURANCES OF REGISTERED LAND. 
I. 

Division into Classes.—Assurances of registered land mayW 
divided into three classes, the effects of which are differe 
Assurances of the first class are made by ths registered proprietit 
in the prescribed form, and are perfected by the entry on & 
register of the name of the person in whose favour ™ 
assurance is made as transferee or mortgagee. Assurances & 
the second class are not made by the registered proprietor, ba 
they resemble assurances of the first class, inasmuch as they 
perfected by the entry on the register of the name of the pe 
in whose favour the assurance is made as transferee 
mortgagee. Assurances of the third class may be made by 
registered proprietor or any other person ; they do not entitle 
person taking under them to be registered, and his rights 
only be protected by such notices, cautions, inhibitions, or 
strictions as are authorised by the Acts or rules. It will 
convenient to discuss transfers separately from mortgages, # 
to diecuss transfers of every class before we discuss mortgag® 

ASSURANCES OF THE First Crass. 

Who can make the Assurance.—Assurances of this nature @ 
be made by the registered proprietor only, unless he is a lund

ifthe land were not registered; all that it does is to provide that 
if he deals with it by registered assurance for value the pur- 
chaser shall not be bound to inquire into his powers of dealing 
with the land or charge. 

Form of the Asswrance.—The forms in the first schedule to the 
land Transfer Rules must be used for assurances of this nature 
“jp all matters to which they refer or are capable of being 
applied or adapted, with such alterations and additions only as 
are necessary to meet the circumstances of each case” (Land 
Transfer Rules, r. 146); but ‘‘ instruments for which no form is 

ided, or to which the scheduled forms cannot conveniently 
beadapted, shall be in such form as the registrar shall direct, 
the scheduled forms being followed as nearly as circumstances 
will permit’: Land Transfer Rules, r. 147. 
Registration of Transferee.—A transfer is completed “by the 
istrar entering on the register the transferee as proprietor of 
the land transferred, but until such entry is made the transferor 
shall be deemed to remain proprietor of the land”: Land 
Transfer Act, 1875, 5. 29. It should, perhaps, be observed that 
the last-mentioned provision does not prevent a transfer from 
taking effect as an unregistered assurance until the registration 
of the new transferee as proprietor. 

Production of Land Certificate.—“ So long as a land certificate, 
ofice copy of a registered lease (which is now superseded by the 
land certificate), or certificate of charge is outstanding, it shall 
be produced to the registrar on every entry in the register of a 
disposition by the registered proprietor of the land or charge to 
which it relates, and on every registered transmission or rectifi- 
cation of the register, and a note of every such entry, transmis- 
sion, or rectification shall be officially indorsed on the certificate 
or office copy, and the registrar shall have the same powers of 
compelling the production of certificates and office copies as are 
conferred on him by sections one hundred and nine and one 
hundred and ten of the principal Act as to the production of 
maps, surveys, books, and other documents’’: Land Transfer 
Act, 1897, s. 8. The necessity of producing the land cer- 
tificate is most important as preventing fraud. For it 
will be observed that where a mortgage is made by deposit, 
and the mortgagee has not given notice of the deposit 
under rule 200, or where the land certificate is deposited to 
support an unregistered assurance which is not protected by 
a2 entry on the régister, if an entry could be made without the 
production of the land certificate the depositee would lose his 
security. The necessity of production also reduces the risk of 
personation, for it is obvious that, as the registered proprietor 
ought to hold the certificate or be able to account for it, a 
person who cannot produce it or shew in whose hands it is 
8, presumably, not the registered proprietor. 

On the completion of the registration of the transferee the 
registrar shall, if required, deliver to him a land certificate in 
the prescribed form: Land Transfer Act, 1875, s. 29. 

Assurances for Value-—The Land Transfer Act, 1875, draws a 
marked distinction between a transfer for value and a voluntary 
transfer, the transfer in éither case being in the prescribed form, 
and the title of the tranferee being in either case perfected 
by registration. A transfer for value of freehold land 
tegistered with absolute title, when registered, confers 
on the transferee an estate in fee simple in the land trans- 
ferred, subject to the incumbrances, if any, entered on the 
register, and to the liabilities, &c., which are by the Land 

sfer Acts declared not to be incumbrances, ‘‘ but free from 
all other estates and interests whatsoever, including estates and 
Interests of her Majesty”: Land Transfer Act, 1875, s. 30. 
ere the title is qualified the result is the same except as 
Tegards the excepted interests. Where the title is possessory 
the transfer does not affect or prejudice the enforcement of any 
right or interest adverse to the estate of the first registered 
Proprietor, and subsisting, or capable of arising, at the time of 
registration of such proprietor. 
Voluntary Assurances.—A registered transfer of freehold land 
made without valuable consideration is, so far as the transferee 


Notice of Trusts.—It is also provided that a person dealing with 
registered land or a charge is not to be affected with notice of 
a trust, express, implied, or constructive : see Land Transfer Act, 
1897, Schedule 83 (1). 

It is very difficult to understand this last provision. Taken in 
its widest meaning it would repeal the provisions that certain 
interests in the land are paramount to the estate of a registered 
transferee for value, oe that a registered transferee not for 
value takes the land subject to existing equities, and it would 
apply to unregistered assurances of registered land. It can 
hardly be conceived that this is the meaning of the provision. 
Perhaps the better opinion is that it only means that a person 
taking by registered assurance for value from a registered 
proprietor is not to be affected by notice of an equity, and that 
the registered proprietor is not to be bound, owing to receiving 
notice that the purchase money is trust money, to see to the 
application thereof, or to see that proper restrictions or 
inhibitions are entered up against the transferee. 

Leascholds.—A registered transfer for value of leasehold land 
registered with absolute or qualified title is deemed to vest in 
the transferee the possession of the land transferred for all the 
leasehold estate described in the registered lease, subject to 
‘all express, implied, and express covenants, a 
and liabilities incident to such estate,” but ia all other 
respects subject and free as in the case of frechold land 
registered with a similar title: see Land Transfer Rules, 
r. 92. A registered transfer for value of leasehold land 
registered with esr title has the same effect as if 
the land were registe with absolute title, ‘‘save that 
the transfer shall not affect or prejudice the enforcement 
of any interest, whether in respect of the lessor’s title or other- 
wise adverse to, or in derogation of, the title of the first 
registered proprietor, and subsisting, or capable of arising, at 
the time of registration of such proprietor.” 

Conclusion.—The practical conclusion at which we arrive is 
that where a purchaser for value takes a conveyance from the 
registered proprietor, perfected by registration, he need not 
investigate the title, except as to matters appearing on the 
register; nor in the case of land registered with a possessory 
title, except as to the title prior to the first registration ; nor in 
the case of leaseholds, except as to the title of the lessor, in 
cases where such investigation is necessary.

SAVAGE SOUTH AFRICA (LIM.) v. THE LONDON EXHIBITIONS (LIM.).

Conrract—Construction— LicgNsEE—AGREEBMENT TO Permir Occurarion

This was a motion on behalf of Savage South Africa (Limited), the 
plaintiffs, against the defendants, the London Exhibitions (Limited), that 
the defendants, their officers, directors, servants, and agents ht be 
restrained by injunction until judgment or further order from excluding 
female visitors to the ‘‘ Greater Britain Exhibition,’’ now being held at 
Earl's Court, on payment of the prescribed charge for admission from 
admittance to the Kaffir kraal now existing at the said exhibition, or from 
otherwise interfering with the free access of such female visitors thereto 
on the same terms as the rest of the visitors thereto, or that such further 





or other order might be made as to the court might seem fit. In support 
of the motion it was said that the plaintiffs wished to carry on the Kafiir 
kraal as they had since May until the 28th of August last. The kraal 
had been carried on under an agreement dated the 27th of October, 
1898, between the defendant company and F. E. Fillis, of the benefit 
of which the plaintiffs were assignees. Under the agreement the 
plaintiffs were entitled, for the purposes therein mentioned, to use 
and occupy during the exhibition season, 1899, subject to the conditions, 
provisions, and restrictions therein contained, a site at the grounds of 
the ‘* Greater Britain Exhibition,’’ at Earl’s Court, Kensington. Under 
clause 5 the site was to be used only for the —— of an African 
village, to be peopled with 200 natives of South Africa, who were to 
give demonstrations of native village lite and industries.

of the defendant company should in their discretion from time to time 
make for the guidance and government of the buildings and exhibitions in 
their grounds, a print of which rules and regulations as proposed at the 
date of the agreement had been initialled by the defendant company and 
F. E. Fillis. Under clause 22 the plaintiffs could not by virtue of the 
agreement acquire any legal interest or estate in the said site, but were 
merely licensees thereof from the defendent company. The rules and regu- 
lations of the defendant company contained an express power to alter them. 
The kraal was erected at a cost of £20,000, and was ready when the 
exhibition opened in May last. It had remained open till the present 
dispute arose. Allegations were made in the press, although they were 
of a vague nature, and the management of the kraal had an interview 
with directors of the defendant company. The interview took place 
between Mr. Cleary, the managing director of the plaintiff company, 
and two directors of the defendant company. Mr. Cleary offered that, if 
the defendants thought it better, the kraal should be closed to female 
visitors. Correspondence passed between the parties, and ultimately 
on the 30th of August the board of the defendant company passed the 
following resolution: ‘‘Tbat in pursuance of the powers vested in 
the company by clause 10 of the agreement and by clause 41 of their 
rules aud regulations referred to in the said clause it shall be a rule 
and regulation for the guidance and government of the kraal and 
exhibition that no female shall be admitted to the kraal and that the 
exhibitors shall in a conspicuous place outside the kraal affix a written 
notice to the effect that men only will be admitted to the kraal.’’ It was 
submitted that clau-e 10 of the agreement of the 27th of October, 1898, 
did not authorize the defendants to make a rule excluding ladies. It could 
not have been contemplated by clausz 10 of the agreement that one of the 
parties could desiroy he show. 

Cozens- Harpy, J., in giving judgment, said that it was not necessary to 
call upon counsel for the defendants. Under the agreement of the 27th 
of October, 1898, of which the plaintiffs were assignees, the Kaffir kraal 
was established at very considerable expense. The plaintiffs were merely 
licensees from the defendants upon the terms of the agreement. By clause 
10 of the agreement the plaintiffs were subject to all rules and regulations 
which the defendants might from time to time make for the guidance and 
government of the buildings and exhibitions. The rules and regulations 
of the defendants contained an express power to alter them. The defen- 
dants were very much int+rested in the success of the kraal, of which they 
shared the proceeds. Certain members of the public objected to the 
proceedings at the kraal, and negotiations took place between the 
plaintiffs and defendants. The plaiutiffs themselves, in the first instance, 
intimated that they intended to exclude female members of the public from 
the kraal. That ptoposal was not assented to by the defendants, 
but at the first meeting of their board on the 30th of August the resolution 
was pasted that i.0 female should be admitted to the kraal, and Mr. Hart’s 
notice contained in the secretary’s letter of the 26th of Augast, 1899, was 
ratified. It had not been suggested that there was any want of good faith 
in passing the resolution, and, in his opinion, it was within the competence 
of the defendants’ bcard to pass it. It was directly to their interest not to 
pass it, and he thought that in passing it they must have been been guided 
by what seemed to them to be best in the interests of the public. He gave 
no decision upon the question as to whether the plaintiffs were entitled to 
damages, but he thougat 1t would be wrong to grant an injunction which 
would enable the kraal to be conducted in a manner inconsistent with the 
resolution passed by the defendants. There would, therefore, be no order 
on the motion, and the deferdants’ costs would be costs in the action.

Re COMPANIES ACTS, 1862 TO 1890, AND Ze THE SAMPSON 
ENGINEERING CO. (LIM). 13th Sept. 
Company—Voticntary Winpine vur—Distress—I NJUNCTION. 

Tais was a motion upon behalf of the liquidator in the voluntary 
winding up of the company that the Corporation of Birmingham might be 
restrained from levying any distress on the goods of the company in 
respect of any rent or charge for gas supplied by the corporation to the 
company. In support of the motion it was said that at the commence- 
ment of the voluntary winding up about £45 was due from the company to 
the corporation for gas. The corporation was threatening that unless the 
sum due for gas was psid or guaranteed a distress would be levied on the 
company’s goods. Under their Act of Parliament the corporation had all 
the rights of a landlord with reference to the recovery of gas rates. The 
court had jurisdiction to restrain a distress in a voluntary winding up : 
Westbury v. Twigg (40 W. R. 208; 1892, 1 Q. B. 77), Re Roundwood Colliery 
Co. (45 W. R. 217; 1897, 1 Ch. 373). For the corporation it was admitted 
that it was impossible to contest that im the absence of tpecial circum- 
stances making it inequitable the court would restrain the distress, 
Section 164 of the Companies Act, 1862, did not apply to the present case.

THE DREYFUS CASE. 


The following letter appeared in the Zimes of Monday, the 11th inst, ; 


‘‘Sir,—There are probably many English-speaking people who, whi, 
themselves convinced that Captain Dreyfus is innocent, nevertheless fing 
it hard to believe that a French Court-martial would convict him withoy 
having some plausible evidence of his guilt. Although unable to find 
such evidence in the translated and abridged reports of the testimony 
published in Great Britain and America, they may naturally think thy 
these reports do not contain all the evidence, or that they have oy, 
looked something of importance in their own hasty reading. ; 

‘“‘ Perhaps you may think the testimony of an American barrister, why 
has been in active practice for forty years, worth taking on this point 
Having been deeply interested in this famous case, from the day ¢ 
Captain Dreyfus’s degradation, and having had leisure to read in Switz. 
land, I have carefully read every day the full stenographic report, jy 
French, in the Paris Figaro. I have read more than once every page of thy 
testimony for the prosecution, Bertillon’s only excepted ; I spent som 
days at Rennes listening to such testimony. : ; 

‘* With the exception of the testimony of Alphonse Bertillon, his ech 
Captain Valerio, and another pretended expert, who alleged that th 
writing of the Jordereau was in the hand o Dreyfus, and the furthe 
exception of Lebrun-Renaud’s story of the ‘confession,’ which he hims 
declined to say was a confession, there was not one word of evideng 
which, to the best of my judgment, would have been so much as listens 
to in any court of justice in Great Britain or the United States It is ng 
merely that the so-called evidence was insufficient, doubtful, or defective: 
it was no evidence at all. Nine-tenths of it was mere argument, declam. 
tion, or reports of what some person, name unknown, had said that som 
fourth person, also unknown, had said about Dreyfus. The other tenth 
was statements as to Dreyfus’s manners in his bureau. These, in mb. 
stance, were that he was vain of his wealth and learning, and that he was 
sometimes found studying harder and working longer than his lazy ani 
ignorant associates. ’ : 

‘*T admit not having read every word of Bertillon’s testimony. I real 
quite enough to recognize in him one of those dangerous lunatics of whon 
every lawyer having charge of a famous case has had some experience, 
Any English judge would have cut his oration short, in utter contempt. 
Even English papers continue to speak of this man as the inventor of the 
well-known Bertillon system of measurements. That is not true. Hi 
father was the inventor. Alphonse has only inherited his father’s plae 
and carried on his work. He has the weakest intellect of all his family; 
and he has gone mad on measurements. President Casimir-Perier and th 
entire Court of Cassation treated his theories with the contempt whid 
they deserved. On this trial his false statements and forged measurement 
were so thoroughly exposed that the prosecuting officer did not attempt ts 
vindicate him. 

‘‘ All this evidence related to the bordereau. But the proof that Dreyfus 
did not write the Jordereau and that Esterhazy did is so overwhelming 
that no honest man can now have any doubt. The judges at Rennesa 
not honest ; but they have no real doubt. ; 

‘“‘ Nobody pretends that the secret dossier contained any legal or mon 
evidence against Dreyfus. Nothing remains to be considered except th 
pretended confession to Lebrun-Renaud. I was in court when he testified 
His manner was so bad and his contradictions and inconsistencies # 
glaring, that the whole audience hooted him. Moreover, the pretenilel 
confession was alleged to be made under such circumstances as made 
entirely inadmissible under even French law, much more under Eng 
law and common sense. ; ; 

‘« Your readers may rest assured that they have seen in the Times evel 
syllable which has had the slightest tendency to convict Captain Dreyfi 
Indeed all English papers have unavoidably given reports which did bis 
much less than justice. Hundreds of points which, in the literal reps 
shewed the frauds and perjuries of the prosecuting witnesses, were col 
pletely lost in the process of translution and abridgment. ; 

‘The anti-Dreyfusards predicted, before the trial, the precise vote 
the judges, declering that five were pledged to conviction. One of the 
subscribed to a monument in honour of ‘ the noble memory of Henry,’ # 
forger and spy. I wili not call him a suicide ; for no man could cut 
own throat twice—each cut being fatal—and this was Henry’s condita 

‘‘The second conviction of Captain Dreyfus has been made not mere} 
against the weight of evidence, but literally without a shred of evident 
It is the most monstrous crime of this generation—a crime upon which & 
nations have a right to pass judgment, for it is a crime against the wi

The September sessions of the Central Criminal Court, after the Long

the other City officials, at the Old Bailey, under somewhat tifying 
circumstances, the calendar, having regard to the length of which 
had elapsed since the previous gaol delivery, being numerically a light 
one. The recorder, in his charge to the grand jury, announced that the 
condition of crime in the Metropolis, as indicated by the state of the 
calendar, was one considerably below the average. There were only two 
murder charges, one of attempted murder, and six of manslaughter, 
notwithstanding the long interval since the last sessions, and another 
gratifying feature of the calendar was that the number of cases of robbery 
with violence was also less than the average. There were seven cases of 
wounding, ten of forgery, seventeen of conspiracy, and fifteen of larceny 
of various kinds, more or less serious, the total number of cases in the 
calendar being 115.
